FACT-FINDING BODY 

The National Investigations Com- 
mittee, Mr. Brown says, will be a 
“pAdvately supported fact-finding 
body sening the national public in- 
terest,” It has applied to the Treas- 
ury for tax-exempt status. 

Mr. Brown has written several 
hundred public figures seeking tlieir 
opinion on what he terms “a sub- 
ject of inevitable concern in every 
major phase of human welfare.” 

One of Mr Brown’s letters went 
to Larry^^ates, Washington repre- 
sentative of the Airline Pilots As- 
sociation. Cates says airline pilots 
turn in reports of saucer sightings^ 
almost nightly.

Woman in Debt-Collection Scheme'

The FBI arrested a 53-year 
old Silver Spring woman yes- 
terday under a new law de- 
signed to prevent trading on 
the name of the Federal Gov- 
ernment for nongovernmental

Ann J. Wacksman of. 8600 
Carroll ave., was charged with 
using a name ‘‘calculated to 
convey the false impression” 
that her debt-collecting busi- 
ness was a Federal agency. 
This is the first arrest under 
the law, the FBI said. 

[ Mrs. Wackman operated the 
“National Deposit System” in 
the Woodward Building, 733 
15th St. nw., the FBI said. She 
sold printed forms that looked 
like IBM cards and were de- 
signed to convey an official 
look, the FBI said. 

The form stated that “there 
is a sum of money on deposit
